ADVISORY ACTION 
1. Applicant has argued that the claimed invention does not read on Jonas et al. The 
rejections in Paper # 4 (mailed 08/30/00) are maintained for reasons previously of record. It is 
the examiner's position that the two references of record, Jonas et al. and Tarumi et al., are 
analogous art. For clarification purposes, Applicant is directed to Jonas et al. (column 3, lines 
14-15). Applicant has misinterpreted the reference. Jonas et al. does not recite that the 
conductive polythiophene formulations are used for "picture production such as silver halide 
photography dry-plate systems in electrophotography". Instead, Jonas et al. actually recites 
"Other areas of application are systems for picture production, for example, silver halide 
photography, dry-plate systems, electrophotography." 
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
